Protested By California Farmers 


SAN FRANCISCO -- Cali- 
fornia and Floridafarmers 
compete vigorously with 
each other in the major 
fruit and vegetable markets 
of the nation. 

Why, therefore, asks the 
Council of California 
Growers, should Labor 
Secretary Willard Wirtz 
force Californiafarmers to 
pay their workers more 
than Florida farmers must 
pay, if they wish to remain 
eligible for foreign 
workers? 

Secretary Wirtz fixed the 
minimum at $1.60 per hour 
in California as compared 
with $1.35 per hour in 
Florida. 

With the exception of 
Connecticut, the secretary 
set lower minimums in all 
other states than in Cali- 
fornia. 

“Simple justice should 
persuade the Secretary to 
set the same minimum for 
all states, so that the 
growers in one state would 
not have a competitive ad- 
vantage over those in an- 
other,’”’ said Council 
Executive Vice President 
O. W. Fillerup. 

As for the need for 
braceros in California this 
year, Fillerup had this to 
say: 

“There is always the 
potential need for large 
numbers of supplementary 
workers because of the 
variables in farming. 
Weather often is the deter- 
minant. Sometimes, for

example, unusual weather 
causes several different
